ECHO OF THE KOCHOW

“A MERCHANT'S ESCAPE, 


A Wuchow merchant; named 


Wong, who wag one of the cap- 


tives in the recent 3.s,. Kochow 
piracy, returned to the Colony 
two days ago. and told his story 
of days spent’with the pirates 
and his narrow escape, to a 
Chinese reporter, i 

The merchant -alleged . that 
shortly after the piracy” the cap- 
itives were taken to the Taipingsa 
district, guarded by . pirates. 
Later they were distributed inte 
several small groups, with 10 or 
more men in cach group. Wong's 
group “consisted of 17 ‘persons. 
kept imprisonéd in a | small 
hut in the open fields near 
Taipingsa, Chained ' with irons, 
all the captives squatted inside 
the shut, which was cold’’ and 


damp, and were .well-guarded by 
three bandits day and night. At 


intervals’ they were subjected to 


long interrogations by the bandit 
chief, who employed all sorts of 
cruel, methods to extort confes- 
sions from the captives. Letters 
were gent home asking for negotia- 
tions and. payment of ransoms to 


[the bandits, who threatened that 


if no news was received from the 
families of the prisoners then: the 
latter would be shot. :

1923, and is a member of the Chin- 
ese Social and Political Science 
Association and: of the Royal: 
Asiatic Society, declared that the 
Tuchuns were an important factor 
to be reckoned within the present 


Calls Tuchuns Political, Bosses, 


Comparing’ the Tuchuns to 
‘American political bosses as far 
as concerned what he calls’ their 
bad qualities, Professor, Quigley 
said: they possessed power, each in 
his own territory, which would be 
hard to break. The best solution 
to be expected from this problem: 
for the present, he went on, was 
not the ubolition of the Tuchuns, 
but the erection of some sort of 
working agreement ~mong them 30 
that they would stop. - fighting 
among themselves and get together 
in a confederation. ~ 

Even if the Céntral Government 
is dominated by, the 
f¥om South Chin. and | bécomes 
Nationalisticy he continued, the 
Tuchuns would’ have ‘to be 
included, . : 

Professor. Quigley said that the 
Central Government might take the 
form of a “council of elders,” re-

He pointed out that this would 
be historically and geographically 
a logical solution of the Chinese 
problem. Because of the influence 
of Tuchuns, who exert the power 
of feudal lords in their. own 
domains and are: sometimes called 
“bandit chiefs,” the powers of the 
‘Central Government might be few 
-at first, he continued, but they 
would increase as time went on. 
This. he regarded the most 
practical plan yet suggested for 
China. 


Tuchuns Must Go, Says Sforza. 


Count Carlo Sforza of Rome, 
Italian lecturer at the institute 
and former’ Minister. to China, 
participated in’ the round table. 
He disagreed with the role assign- 
ed by Professor Quigley to the 
Tuchuns in the future pacification 
of ‘China, declaring that the saw 
no hope of ‘progress through them. 
He has recently returned from a 
visit to,China, and he pictured the

NEW ZEALAND ACTION: 


, The troubles in Western Snmoa, 
which have just led to -the an- 
nouncement-by: ‘the.New Zealand 
Government that a’ Royal..Com-. 
mission is to be appointed, have 
been brewlng: for some time, 

SinceNew Zealand, which -cap- 
tured the territory from Germany. 
‘in. 1914, accepted: the. mandate in’ 
1919'a very complete system - of 
administration" has ' taken, the 
place of tha wartime arrings- 
‘ments. The New Zealand Parlis- 
Ment votes £20,000 a year for the 
‘work in Simos. The great ma- 
terial’ improvements’ that have 
been“brought about have elicited 
frequent praise from the . Man- 
dates Commission. ofthe League: 
of ‘Nations. and-have called West- 
ern Samoa ‘to. be! spoken, of. 43, a 
“model mandate.” 

Much of the. credit fer: this 
work belongs to the prenent Ad- 
ministrator, Major-General’ Sir 
George Richardson, who has been 
in ,office since 1923, General 
Richardson has impressed himself 
upon every side of Samoan ~ life, 
His. active administration has 
affected the daily lives. of the 
Samoans and the‘handfil of. white 
traders in. innimbcrable ways, 
and this fact, lies at the root of 
much of the present unrest. 

The management of the chiefs 
hag’ been one of’ General Richard 
son’s great problems. There is 
a Native Advisory Council, known 
as ‘the Fono of Fuipules; to ad- 
vise- the Administrator on purely 
native affairs, and to, supervise 
the acts’ of local “ quthorities ‘in 
native’ “villages. “Under... the 
Samoan’. Amendment. Act,. passe | 
by the' New Zealand Legislature 
‘in 1923, “no native , shall bo ap- 
pointed’a Faipule who is not 
qualified in accordance "with 
| existing Samoan usage -and: cus: 

tom to occupy the position of a 

Faipule.” But the Fono is a 

hand-picked. body of, Faipules 

upon whom the Government, can 

rely. Thera has. been naturally a. 

good deal of feeling among the 

Samoans. that the Fono is not ‘a 
free body and does not really’ 
represent them.
